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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1- 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lee (US 
6,483,274). 

Regarding claims 1 and 4, Lee discloses a power management method (Col. 2, 
line 13) for an electronic apparatus (col. 2, lines 13-4) powered by a battery unit (Fig. 4, 
210), the electronic apparatus being installed with an operating system (Fig. 4, 236) that 
supports a power management specification and that is operable so as to obtain an 
actual remaining capacity (Col. 3, lines 36-37) of the battery unit (Fig. 4, 210) and so as 
to display the actual remaining capacity of the battery unit on a display device (Fig. 4, 
240), said method comprising the steps of: inputting a user-defined remaining capacity 
(Col. 7, lines 34-39 for the battery unit into the electronic apparatus (Fig. 4, 230); and 
reporting the user-defined remaining capacity to the operating system (Fig. 4, 236) such 
that when the operating system compares (Fig. 5, S57) the user-defined remaining 
capacity of the battery unit with a reference value (Col. 2, lines 28-29) according to the 
power management specification and detemnines the user-defined remaining capacity 
(Col. 3, lines 36-37) to be lower than the reference value, the operating system enables 
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operation of the electronic apparatus in a low power consumption mode (CoL 2, lines 
25-35). 

With respect to claims 2 and 5, Lee discloses advanced configuration and power 
Interface (ACPI) (Col. 2, line 35). 

With respect to claims 3 and 6, Lee discloses the user-defined remaining 
capacity is inputted through a user interface (Fig. 4, 238). 

Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under U.S.C. 102 (a) as being anticipated by Lee as 
set forth in claims 1-6 above. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments filed on 09/01/2006 have been considered but are 
ineffective to overcome the Lee reference. (See the rejection above). 

With respect to claims 1- 8, applicant argues, " ... Lee reference does not 
disclose the feature of permitting the user defined remaining capacity, by inputting ... 
user defined threshold value into the electronic apparatus to operate in low power 
consumption mode." Lee, however, discloses low power consumption, by permitting a 
user defined remaining capacity (col. 2, lines 23-30). The applicant further argues that 
"... Lee reference merely permits... only to display' the battery residual capacity 
information; ... the user has no other choices, but to wait until the battery is 
discharged..." on the other hand, Lee reference discloses that the power management 
system detects a state of low battery and displays a warning (col. 2, lines 23-26) for a 
user, and then if the battery continues, the battery discharge stopped (col. 2, lines 43- 
44).
